GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  Area. 

The  slow  integration  of  the  Health  Services  continues.  Shortage 
of  beds  (75,000  in  whole  of  Britain)  is  still  a  major  factor.  The  queue 
for  beds  for  the  very  elderly  sick  is  pathetically  tragic  in  the  winter  months. 

There  is  some  improvement  in  both  bed  and  nurse  conditions  for 
tuberculosis  cases,  and  waiting  lists  are  less,  but  the  need  is  still  great. 
3,530  extra  beds  are  available  in  the  country  as  a  whole,  but  3,500  beds 
m  the  kingdom  are  empty  still  due  to  lack  of  staff. 

In  general  practice  the  bottle  of  medicine  still  seems  “  to  have  its 
ancient  power,’’  and  the  love  of  the  same  is  as  significant  as  ever. 

There  is  no  question,  however,  that  the  more  general  us  of  the  new 
sulpha-drugs  and  anti-biotics  such  as  chloramphicol,  strepto-mycin, 
terra-mycin,  as  well  as  Penicillin,  is  having  a  markedly  beneficial  effect.

Water. 

(i)  The  Water  Supply  of  the  Council’s  area  has  been  very  satis¬ 
factory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  It  is  obtained  from  Artesian  springs 
and  is  softened  from  30  parts  to  10  parts  per  100,000  by  the  Permutit 
Spiractor  system,  and  is  then  chlorinated. 

The  Council  have  approximately  122  miles  of  pipe  mains.

Normanby,  Owmby,  Saxby  and  Broxholme.  The  average  cost  for  the 
collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  dry  refuse  is  slightly  over  5d.  per 
dust  bin. 

All  the  refuse  with  the  exception  of  Bardney  including  Southrey  and 
Saxilby  is  deposited  at  Nettleham  tip  and  is  controlled  by  a  full  time 
workman. 


The  acquisition  of  the  Cesspool  Emptier  m  December,  1950,  has 
proved  invaluable.  From  June  1st,  1951,  the  emptying  of  Cesspools, 
etc.,  in  Nettleham  and  Saxilby  (formerly  done  by  Contract)  was  under¬ 
taken  by  this  vehicle. 

In  addition,  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  pail  closet 
contents  in  Nettleham  was  commenced  from  the  same  date.  This  is 
done  before  the  normal  days’  work  begins  (i.e.  three  early  mornings 
per  week).

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  use  of  modern  drugs  and  anti-biotics  has  ensured,  that  despite 
a  total  of  1 1 0  cases  of  measles  not  a  single  case  ended  fatally.  Moreover, 
the  erstwhile  common  residual  complication  of  this  malady,  otitis  media, 
is  nowadays  just  as  rarely  seen. 
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We  were  most  fortunate  in  not  having  any  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis, 
though  we  did  have  4  “  contacts  ’  to  be  investigated  and  advised  upon. 

Diphtheria  was  again  conspicious  by  its  absence.  But  the  need 
for  immunisation  of  every  child  in  its  first  year  of  life  is  absolutely 

necessary.  Otherwise  we  run  the  risk  of  a  return  to  the  days  when  there 
were  some  deaths  from  this  dread  disease  as  well  as  damage  to  the 
heart  muscle  in  many  others.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  for 
the  diseases  Typhoid,  Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  and  tuberculosis,  from 
1900  to  1948,  gave  a  wonderful  picture  of  progress: —

Housing. 

Though  the  need  for  more  houses  is  as  clamant  as  ever  one  feels 
a  definite  lightening  in  the  cloud.  We  must  press  on,  however,  for  not 
only  are  new  houses  needed,  but  older  houses  are  becoming  more  and 
more  in  need  of  attention  which  is  often  a  financial  impossibility  owing 
to  the  very  small  rents  which  the  private  owners  receive  vis-a-vis  the 
sharp  increase  in  the  cost  of  repairs  in  recent  years.  Hence  we  are 
creating  slums  by  rent  restriction,  which  should  be  borne  in  mind  by 
the  politician  however  much  it  may  be  politically  hot  in  these  days. 


Geriatrics. 

The  wonderful  results  in  medicine  obtained  by  the  use  of  the 
sulphonamides,  penicillin,  streptomycin,  chloromycetin  and  the  ' 
like  has  posed  a  problem.  How  are  we  to  deal  with  the  long-term  maladies 
of  an  ageing  population.  The  numbers  of  elderly  sick  have  increased, 
are  increasing  and  will  not  diminish  in  the  next  twenty  years.  Con¬ 
sultants  in  General  Hospitals  complain  that  such  patients  badly  block 
beds  needed  for  the  treatment  of  more  urgent  cases.  General  Practitioners 
find  it  difficult  to  get  an  elderly  patient  admitted  without  a  long  wait 
during  which  deterioration  is  inevitable.  Thus  a  vicious  circle  through 
which  more  and  more  chronic  sick  get  less  and  less  treatment. 

This  can  be  tackled  in  many  ways,  the  most  successful  being  Geriatric 
Units  and  the  Half-way  House  or  Home  for  the  aged  sick.  The  latter 
encourages  inmates  to  carry  on  as  if  they  were  in  their  own  home,  to  do 
chores,  dust,  peel  potatoes  and  even  help  to  cook.  After  a  period  many 
improve  so  much  as  to  be  able  to  go  to  their  own  homes  or  to  hostel 
accommodation.  This  problem  is  likely  to  assume  much  greater  pro¬ 
portions  in  the  near  future. 


Pure  Water  is  now  an  accepted  fact  in  all  our  area  and  it  is  up  to  the 
individual  farmer  who  is  off  the  beaten  track  to  pursue  the  supply  of  this 
essential  commodity  to  man  and  beast.  Electricity  must  be  supplied 
to  every  possible  house  and  farm  and  lastly — 


Sewerage  must  be  kept  before  our  minds  so  that  at  the  slightest  let-up 
in  the  present  financial  stringency  we  can  add  this  last  amenity  to  our 
beloved  countryside.  A  good  strong  contented  and  prosperous  agriculture 
is  one  of  the  prime  necessities  for  Great  Britain  ;  we  must  more  and  more 
feed  our  own  people  and  if  this  is  to  be  done  those  who  are  to  “  produce 
the  goods  ”  must  themselves  be  given  every  help  and  encouragement.
